-<•) pjvc hundred years ago, in 1440, 


marveled 
because 
Johannes 


Gutenberg invented movable type let- 
ters, ending the tedious business of 
copying out -whole books with pen 
and ink. 


Before then the only known method 


of printing had been discovered by 
the Chinese, cutting out whole pages 
in wood, and printing from these 
engraved blocks. But 
for practical 


purposes it was just as fast to copy 
a book with pen and ink. 


Gutenberg in 1440 made individual 


letters of metal. These could be as- 
sembled into words, the words be- 
came lines, the liTics became para- 
graphs, and paragraphs became a 
page—and 
after 
printing was 
ac- 


complished the letters were taken 
apart and used over and over again. 


All this was by nand—slow, ted- 


ious, exacting. But it established the 
art of printing, destroyed the mono- 
poly the Church had held in the 
distribution 
of printed 
information 


(because the monasteries had the 
best long-hand copyists), and over- 
threw Absolute Kings—for when the 
common people had plenty of print- 
ed matter with which to inform them- 
selves about government they demand- 
ed and got a voice in government. 


It was America, the home of mach- 


ines, which put an end to setting 
type by hand. In 1884 the linotype 
was invented by Ottmar Mergent- 
itiler. It composed not merely a letter 
or a word, but a whole line of type,

Guard's ancient dilapidated-looking 
irmory on Pennsylvania avenue ahead 
if time.

•ivc, there were only six. That left 
.00 men with no way to get to North- 
umberland. 


The Colonel Appaels 


The Colonel went into action. There 


were no more trucks, he was told. So

Hempstead county farmers carry- 
ng out soil-building practices on their 
farms earned 72.9 per cent of the 
allowance set up for , such work on 
their farms under the 1939 AAA pro- lead inevitably 
gram, according to Oliver L. Adams, United States. 
county agent. This compares with a 
percentage of 54.6. .per cent''in 1938. 


There were '3;$Qk'!arins in the cburi'f 


ly covered by work sheets under the 
1939 
program, Mr. Adams said. Of 


this number, there were 3,00 farms 
on which soil-building practices were 
carried 
out 
leaving. 413 farms on 


which no AAA soil-building practices 
wore carried out. 


Although 
many 
farmers in the 


county are participating in the soil- 
building work many still are not 
taking advantage of the allowance to) 
improve their farms, Mr. Adams said. 
The allowance, he said, is set up for 
each individual farm as a 
"bank 


account" on which the farmer can 
draw by carrying out recommended 
practices that will improve the fer- 
tility of the soil and increase pro- 
duction. The allowance, he continued, 
is not to pay the farmer for doing 
certain things but it is set up as as- 
sistance to defray part of the ex- 
pense 
of 
executing 
the 
practice. 


It will usually pay most of the seed, 
material or labor cost for the prac- 
tice and the benefit to the farmer 
is derived from 
increased fertility 


of the land or the erosion controlling 
or preventing results.

Husbands and wives of such officers,

the Great Navigator's third voyage to 
the New World. But Narciso had open- 
ed his mouth and put his foot in it, 
and before he could back out, the 
king was ordering him to the Indies 
to straighten out the legal tangles, 
keep an eye on Columbus.

Narciso Rich was a man with ideas. 


He hated his ship's bunk, suggested 
mammocks. He foresaw the possibilit- 
ies of sugar cultivation, with Afric- 
an slaves, in the New World.

:riendly natives willingly gave you 
the pearls from their necks, what 
right had you to despoil their wo- 
men.

ed his own life only by an 
ex- 


aggerated story of his own prowess 
s a swordsman. 
Possessing royal authority, Rich dar- 


ed to oppose the Admiral's government 
of 'he colony, round by condemned 
Bartholomew Columbus' reign of ter- 
ror against the natives, his too- 
'igorous methods in putting down 
ebeiiion. 
^ich would have gone back to 
>P?-in with his report hut a rebel 
•and of adventurers, believing him a 
avigator, kidnaped him, forci-d him 
nto a hunt for the golden cities of 
he mainland. Rich survived a hur- 
icane, shopwrcck, and a long journey 
cross Haiti.

The adequate rainfall during the 


first part of the summer that re- 
sulted in heavy growths of grosses 
and legumes, also resulted in heavy 
growths of weeds. 


Pastures should be ridded of these 


weeds at once, because they arc rob- 
bing the desirable pasture plant of 
needed soil moisture and plant food. 


The best way of ridding these pas- 


tures of these wee<ls is by mowing, 
says Charles 
F. Simmons of 
the 


University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. Mowing will also re- 
move the surplus growth of tough, 
unpalatable grass. The cutter bar 
should be raised so that grass will 
not be clipped Too close. 


Rains coming 
after 
the 
pasture 


nas been mowed will renew the pas- 
ture, and result in much more graz- 
ing than would be possible if the 
pasture was not mowed. Notice pas- 


tures that hnve been mowed, ns the 
results nfe very 'evident 


Conditions are more favorable for 


the production of fall vegetables this 
year than they have been for many 
seasons. 


Although 
it 
Is still possible 
to 


have a drought, there is enough 
moisture in the soil to germinate seed 
nnd give plants a good start. The 
gardener who clean cultivated n ixtrt 
of the garden during the summer in 
order to conserve moisture is in an 
especially favored position from the 
standpoint of moisture supply. 


With favorable moisture conditions, 


the garden should produce more in 
the fall than at any other period. 
According to Earl J. Allen, of the 
University of Arkansas College ol 
Agriculture. The horticulturist point- 
ed out that both long-season crnrs. 
like totwiVics, Miunsh, peppers, mid 
s:\vret potatoes ,and short-season, cool 
weather crops, like peas, radishes, lot- 
luce spinach, and Chinc.si- cabbage, can 
be grown in the fall garden. 


A few crops, such as potatoes and 


tomatoes (plants) used to be planted 
or set out n't once in order to ma- 
ture before 
frost. Crops, such as 


snap beans, may be planted as late 
as September 1, which would allow 
for three or four successive plant- 
ings. Beets and carrots should be 
drilled any time during August and 
as late as September 1. A fall crop 
of cnbbage may be produced if plants 
are ready by September 1, A (all crop 
of cnbbage inoy be produced if plants 
lire ready by September. 2. Other 
crops that should be planted for fall 
production are .sweet corn, kale, let- 
tuce, mustard, English peas, radish- 
es, spinach and turnips.
